relating to the joint high commission, 
had been stricken out aud after am end­ 
ments had been adopted barring from 
arbitration 
questions 
affecting 
the 
Monroe doctrine or other territorial 
integrity m atters, admission of aliens 
into the United States and edm ational 
institutions and state indebtedness. 
The result was a complete upset of 
the adm inistration’s plan for quick ac­ 
tion on arbitration, as the 
treaties 
now have to go bar k to Great Britain 
aud l ran*e. 
The am endm ent of the British treaty 
as first proposed by the foreign rela 
tions com mittee, to strike out clause 
3, was adopted 42 to 40. This clause 
was attacked on the ground that it 
delegated th e sen ate’s 
constitutional 
treaty making powers to the joint high 
commission 
and 
thereby bound the 
senate The two treaties are identical. 
The striking out of clause 3 of ar 
tid e 3 will necessitate further diplo­ 
matic negotiations. Senator Lodge has 
contended that a change in the text 
would imperil tile treaties, through the 
d**la> necessitated by renewal o f n o 
(collations.
